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Daughter Kaleigh, six, could have only months to live

A MUM and dad have started a 
petition calling on the Government 
to fund more research into a rare 
but fatal brain tumour which could 
claim their daughter’s life. 

Scott Lau and his wife Yang face a 
race against time to save six-year- 
old Kaleigh who was diagnosed 
with diffuse intrinsic pontine 
glioma (DIPG) in April. 

Mr Lau is reaching out to Harlow 
as all the family, including son Car- 
son, four, were born at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, both parents 
studied in Harlow schools and their 
respective parents live in the town. 

Kaleigh attends Harlow Chinese 
School at the Community Centre 
but the family moved to Woodford 
Green for work. 

Inoperable 

DIPG is inoperable as it grows in 
the middle area of the brainstem 
and there is no effective treatment 
or known cure. 

Primarily affecting children 
between five and ten years old, 
DIPG is considered the most deadly 
brain tumour as 99 per cent of suf¬ 
ferers will die. 

The average survival time from 
diagnosis is nine months. Kaleigh 
has had the tumour for five 
months. 

Mr Lau, 40, said: “You can’t oper¬ 
ate on it and you can’t just take out 
the tumour as it is interwoven with 


all of the nerves in the brain. 

“There is no treatment or funding 
(from the NHS). The only recog¬ 
nised way is radiotherapy and this 
goes back 50 years to the days of Neil 
Armstrong, whose daughter had 
DIPG. We are getting the same treat¬ 
ment in 2016.” 

Around 40 people are diagnosed 
every year in the UK and Mr Lau 
said the number of sufferers is too 


low for expensive research to be 
financially viable for health com¬ 
panies. 

Treatment options are limited as 
a specialist centre in Bristol has 
recently closed and the family is 
considering options abroad for 
Kayleigh. 

Common symptoms for DIPG suf¬ 
ferers include persistent head¬ 
aches, blurred vision, vomiting, co¬ 


ordination problems, behaviour 
changes, fits or seizures and abnor¬ 
mal head position. 

“She said she had double vision,” 
Mr Lau said about their experience 
in April. “She was healthy up to that 
day. We phoned an optician friend 
and he recommended to go to the 
eye hospital and there we found out 
what it was. We were lost for words

Jail for man 
who tried to 
slash police 
with a knife 

A MAN who attempted to slash 
at police with a knife in 
Felmongers, Harlow, has been 
jailed for nine months. 

Pellumb Gashi, 45, tried to 
escape from officers by jumping 
out of a window but was arrested 
and later sentenced after he 
pleaded guilty to affray. 

Officers were called to the 
property in Felmongers at 
around 1.30pm on February 29 to 
reports from neighbours of a 
disturbance. 

On arrival police heard a 
woman in distress and forced 
their way inside. 

Gashi, of Stoke Newington 
Road, London, then confronted 
the officers with a knife and 
made slashing movements 
towards them. 

As he escaped towards a 
window to evade capture officers 
grabbed his leg to stop him 
falling but lost grip and the man 
fell. 

Restraining order 

Gashi later pleaded guilty to 
two counts of affray and was 
sentenced to nine months in 
prison for each offence with 
the sentences to run 
concurrently. 

He was also handed a 
restraining order against the 
victim. 

Detective Constable Leo 
Fordham said: “With the jailing 
of Pellumb Gashi we have 
managed to get another person 
off the streets who posed a threat 
to others. 

“I want to praise the officers 
involved who stepped into a 
potentially dangerous situation 
to help someone obviously in 
distress. 

“I hope this result will provide 
some closure to the victim 
and reassurance to the public 
that we will not tolerate this type 
of action, and anyone 
threatening violence will be 
dealt with.”

We should 
be making 
friends 
says Prince

A POLISH aristocrat, who once 
challenged Nigel Farage to a duel, 
said Harlow’s interracial 
communities should focus on 
making friends. 

Property developer and former 
Mayor of London candidate Prince 
John Zylinski visited the town last 
week to mark the death of Polish 
national Arkadiusz Jozwik. 

In his self-appointed role as a 
community figurehead the prince 
visited Mr Jozwik’s friends and 
family. 

He said: “There might be a wave 
of hatred towards Poles after Brexit 
but we have observed a tidal wave of 
love from English people. 

“The police are working hard and 
doing the job properly in what I 
believe to be a hate crime. 

“I spoke to Eric Hind, the 
organiser of a silent march (in 
memory of Mr Jozwik), and I spoke 
to members of family of the 
deceased. I listened to their story 
and tried to encourage them. 


“When someone from a family 
dies everybody is devastated all 
round. 

“I have been a property developer 
but two years ago I decided that I 
would start working to protect my 
people over here. This is what a 
prince is meant to do.” 

Prince Zylinski was born in 


Lewisham after his aristocratic 
family was forced to flee Poland 
during the communist takeover in 
the Second World War. He polled 
13,000 votes in this year’s London 
mayoral election. 

He continued: “There are quite a 
few towns in the home counties like 
Harlow. I feel it’s a town where 


everybody needs to make a lot more 
effort to make friends with each 
other. European negotiations look 
like it will be possible for Europeans 
to stay in the UK and there are 
thousands of Polish in Harlow who 
are here for keeps. 

“It’s painful for everybody to have 
a divided community.” 


Witnesses respond to 
release of CCTV stills 


Police continue investigation into death of Polish man

SEVERAL witnesses have come for¬ 
ward to help Essex Police’s invest¬ 
igation of the incident that led to 
Arkadiusz Jozwik’s death. 

Police released an initial 14 CCTV 
images identifying residents they 
wished to speak to after Mr Jozwik 
and two other men were assaulted 
around 11.35pm on Saturday, August 
27 at The Stow, Harlow. 

Mr Jozwik, known as Arek, was 
outside TGF Pizza takeaway when he 
received a single punch to the face, 
causing him to fall backwards and 
bash his head on the ground. 

He died on Monday, August 29 at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge after being transferred from 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

Post mortem examinations estab¬ 
lished his cause of death as a head 
injury. 

Mr Jozwik was a 40-year-old Polish 
national who had moved to Harlow 
four years ago. Six teenagers were 
arrested and later bailed as a murder 
investigation continues. 

Detective Chief Inspector Martin 
Pasmore, of Kent and Essex Serious 


Crime Directorate, said: “Arek Jozwik 
was a hard working family man who 
lost his life in the most tragic and 
brutal way. 

“We are investigating his murder as 
a hate crime but there are other lines 
of enquiry that we need to look at and 
the information you can give us could 
be vital.” 

Police later removed all but five 
images of potential witnesses from 
their distribution and said several 


people had come forward. 

DCI Pasmore added: “From viewing 
CCTV we know that Arek and two 
friends went to TGF Pizza takeaway in 
The Stow, Harlow, at about 11.10pm 
and ordered a pizza. 

“They then went outside and spoke 
with a group of youths as well as other 
passers-by for up to about 20 minutes. 
The atmosphere then changed and 
there was a verbal argument. 

“It is during this altercation that 


Arek receives a single punch to the 
face, causing him to fall backwards 
and bang his head on the ground. 

“There followed a short scuffle 
between Arek’s friends and a few 
other people, before the suspects leave 
the scene. 

“Arek died the following Monday 
and a post mortem examination has 
established a provisional cause of 
death as a head injury.” 

Mr Jozwik’s death has prompted a 
large scale local response with the 
Polish and Harlow community join¬ 
ing for a march of silence in his 
memory two weeks ago. 

As murder investigations continue 
officers are still appealing for more 
witnesses to come forward. 

A police spokesman added: “A num¬ 
ber of witnesses have already come 
forward following the release of the 
CCTV images. 

“We are still keen to speak to any¬ 
one who was in the area between 10pm 
and midnight that Saturday as they 
may have seen what happened or have 
vital information.”

Residents share antisocial concerns at town meeting 


CONCERNS of antisocial behaviour 
and hate crime were shared by res¬ 
idents in a town meeting Essex Police 
hailed as productive. 

The community gathering was 
called after the death of Polish 
national Arkadiusz Jozwik following 
an assault in The Stow in August 
while two other Polish men were 
assaulted in Kitson Way last week. 

Jane Gardner, deputy Police and 
Crime Commissioner for Essex, 


attended the meeting while town MP 
Robert Halfon and Harlow Council 
leader Jon Clempner joined the 40 
residents present. 

Chief Superintendent Sean 
O’Callaghan, who led the meeting, 
said: “It was a positive meeting. We 
heard from members of the public 
about their experiences of antisocial 
behaviour and hate crime and I 
spoke to a number of residents indi¬ 
vidually after the meeting about 


their specific concerns. 

“I want to reassure the community 
that we do take these matters ser¬ 
iously and are committed to tackling 
the problems you have been facing.” 

CS O’Callaghan said police will 
work with Harlow Council to tackle 
wider issues of antisocial beha¬ 
viour. 

He added: “We assess all reports of 
antisocial behaviour and base our 
response in each case on the level of 


threat, risk and harm it presents. We 
will attend where victims are vul¬ 
nerable or have been subject to 
repeated problems or harassment. 

“There may be cases that do not 
require a police presence or where 
other agencies have a responsibility. 

“However, we will still use the 
information you provide to build up a 
picture of any recurring issues so that 
we can target our patrols and find the 
best way to tackle the problem.” 
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Musician records EP - 
but it is not a number 

Track is in tribute to favourite TV show on its 50th birthday

A HARLOW musician has recorded 
an EP in tribute to his favourite tele¬ 
vision series, The Prisoner, on its 50th 
birthday. 

Karl Heard, 46, of Potters Field, has 
always been a fan of the psychological 
drama, which has become a cult clas¬ 
sic since airing for 17 episodes on ITV 
in 1967 and 1968. 

The father of three recently went on 
holiday in the Portmeirion, North 
Wales, where the series was filmed 
from September 1966. He even stayed 
in the same hotel room title star 
Patrick McGoohan lodged in while 
The Prisoner was filmed. 

“I have been a huge fan of The 
Prisoner all my life, mostly because of 
my uncle Donald, who was living in 
Portmeirion at the time it was 
filmed,” he said. 

Extras 

“He and most of the people living in 
the village were asked to be extras and 
there was filming every day. 

“He told me many wonderful stories 
about the making of the show. I went 
and visited Portmeirion this summer, 
and it hasn’t changed since they 
filmed The Prisoner. It is a magical 
place unlike any other.” 

The Prisoner follows an anonym¬ 
ous former secret agent, played by 
Patrick McGoohan, known only as 
number six, who is abducted and held 
prisoner. 

The show was considered ahead of 
its time by blending the thriller genre 
with fantasy and science fiction. 


Mr Heard, a professional musician, 
has previously featured in The Star 
for his journey around London on a 
Sinclair C5 and with his experience of 
seeing UFOs in Harlow. 

He continued: “Whilst on holiday, I 
happened to have my guitar and key¬ 
board with me. I wrote a song inspired 
by my visit and by The Prisoner. 

“As soon as I returned I drafted in 
another Harlow musician, guitarist 
Steve Boyle, and we recorded the song 
in my studio. It is called I Am Not A 


Number, which is what number six 
always said, as in the show they call 
everyone by a number and not their 
name.” 

Mr Heard sent the song to a fan 
website dedicated to The Prisoner, 
where it was picked up by American 
DJ Steven Barber from AiiRadio, who 
ironically played the song six times on 
his show. 

“I have since had to make the song 
available for download to satisfy 
demand,” Mr Heard added. 


“I have gone back into the studio 
with Steve Boyle and recorded a whole 
EP of The Prisoner-inspired songs. 

“We even filmed a music video in 
Portmeirion. If all this wasn’t enough, 
I have even gone and got a prisoner 
tattoo to forever remind me of what 
this show means to me and my fam¬ 
ily. 

“The Prisoner has been a part of me 
all my life and recently it seems to 
have taken over my life. But I am not a 
number.”

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Parties unite 
against motion 
on planning 

Councillors given extra time for debate

THOUSANDS of houses could 
still be built in Harlow after coun¬ 
cillors pushed forward with 
plans. 

Homes could also be built to the 
north and east of the town, but 
members of all parties united to 
vote down a motion to see the 
south and west of the town con¬ 
sidered for further development. 

At the marathon special coun¬ 
cil meeting last week Councillor 
Danny Purton, portfolio holder 
for environment, proposed the 
motion for Harlow Council to co¬ 
operate with neighbouring coun¬ 
cils on the issue of housing to 
push forward with the town’s 
long-discussed local plan. 

Edna Stevens, chairman of Har¬ 
low Council, allowed extra time 
for councillors to discuss the 
motion and the meeting was not 
finished until after 10.30pm. 


Eventually all voted in favour of 
eight agreements. 

These included: 

■ Accepting projections of 51,010 
houses in the Harlow, East Hert¬ 
fordshire, Epping Forest and 
Uttlesford area 

■ Supporting the spatial option of 
strategic sites to the north and 
north east of Harlow 

■ Agreeing to seek suitable trans¬ 
port schemes to cope with 
growth 

■ Agreeing to ensure design fea¬ 
tures will comply with the Garden 
Town concept. 

Spatial 

However, almost universal 
opposition met a clause for the 
council to support the spatial 
option of strategic sites to the 
west and south of Harlow. 

In opposing Mr Purton and her 
Labour group leader Councillor 
Jon Clempner, Councillor Emma 
Toal said: “This is not right, I will 
be voting for the removal of this 
clause.” 


Developer Hallam Land Man¬ 
agement has published proposals 
for 2,500 new homes to Harlow’s 
south and west behind Common- 
side Road. 

Thousands of jobs were prom¬ 
ised through the scheme which 
was said to offer new sports fields 
and protection for green spaces. 

However, Councillor Andrew 
Johnson, leader of Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s Conservative group, said: “I 
want to remove this motion 
entirely. 

“I am opposed to development 
to the south and west of the 
town.” 

Tory councillor Nick Churchill 
added afterwards: “Labour did try 
to change the wording of the para¬ 
graph but this was still unaccept¬ 
able.” 

This clause was removed after a 
vote and the other eight were 
passed as part of the motion. 

Harlow Council will hold fur¬ 
ther meetings to shape the town’s 
local plan over the coming 
months. 



STUDIES: Matthew Martino is focusing on his university work 


HARLOW entrepreneur Matthew 
Martino will step down from the 
board of Essex TV to focus on his 
university studies. 

The 24-year-old, of Spinning 
Wheel Mead, Harlow, launched 
the channel in April as an online 
only service which could hit TV 
screens by 2018. 

Mr Martino, who in November 
2015 was named Essex Young 


Person of the Year, had pre¬ 
planned to depart from the board 
and will take a smaller reporting 
role on the channel. 

Essex TV has enjoyed early 
success with viewership figures 
of 100,000 reported in some 
weeks while in one programme 
the former King of Rwanda 
was filmed on his visit to 
Harlow. 


Upon launching the channel 
Mr Martino said he wanted to 
challenge the Essex stereotype. 

He tweeted: “Very honoured to 
have served with some very 
talented people. Wishing my 
successor and the team a great 
new era.” 

Essex TV is yet to announce 
the name of Mr Martino’s 
replacement.

Ice-cream man caught 
with drugs in his van 

Police stopped 52-year-old twice on his round serving children

AN ice cream man has been sen¬ 
tenced after police twice dis¬ 
covered cocaine-based drugs in 
his van during his Harlow 
round. 

Gaetano Palminteri, 52, of 
Lilac Road, Hoddesdon, was 
given a suspended jail sentence 
after pleading guilty to possess¬ 
ing cannabis and cocaine and 
driving with 800 micrograms of 
benzoylecgonine in his system 
and 84 micrograms of cocaine on 
May 30. 


He also pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing cocaine and driving with 
376 micrograms of benzoylecgon¬ 
ine in his blood on June 21. 

Appearing at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on Wednesday, 
September 7, Palminteri was 
given a 16-week jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 

He was also ordered to carry 
out 150 hours of unpaid work and 
20 days rehabilitation. 

Additionally he was banned 
from driving for three years and 
ordered to pay court costs of 
£ 200 . 

Paul Hole, chair of magistrates, 


told Palminteri: “There was a 
high level of drugs taken. And you 
were serving ice cream to chil¬ 
dren.” 

Denise Holland, prosecuting, 
said: “He was as high as the cal¬ 
ibration can go. 

"On May 30 he was driving a 
white Mercedes Sprinter ice 
cream van and stopped under the 
Misuse of Drugs Act and 
searched. 

"Some herbal cannabis was 
found and a wrap later confirmed 
as 0.2 grams of cocaine. 

“He was given a roadside drugs 
test and was found to be positive. 


He was arrested and taken to the 
police station. 

"Given a blood test and granted 
police bail, it was later found to be 
800 micrograms and the legal 
limit is 50. 

“There was also 83 micrograms 
of cocaine. 

“He said he had been a regular 
user for the last few months. 

“On June 21 he was stopped 
again and searched and a wrap 
found containing 0.9 grams of 
cocaine while there was 376 
micrograms of Benzoylecgonine 
in the blood. He was charged on 
August 9.” 


She added: “An aggravating fea¬ 
ture is the fact he was an ice 
cream man selling ice cream to 
children.” 

The Italian has traded for 33 
years and said he wanted to 
return to his home country. 

Charlotte Mitchell-Dunn, mit¬ 
igating, said: “His drug taking 
started as a coping mechanism 
when his father died of cancer but 
this has been a huge wake-up call 
causing significant change to his 
life. 

“His mother is 75 and requires 
hospital visits but he can no 
longer drive.”

as we did not know what it was. 
But when we found out we were 
devastated. 

“It took nine months to produce 
this bundle of joy and in nine 
months we could lose her.” 

Mr Lau continued: “She com¬ 
pleted the recommended 30 ses¬ 
sions of radiotherapy in June and 
this reduced the tumour. Medics 
have said Kaleigh is the best 
patient they have ever seen with 
DIPG as she does not have any 
symptoms now. 

“We are now in the honeymoon 
period before the tumour starts to 
progress again.” 

Mr and Mrs Lau are now hop¬ 
ing to find treatment but also 
raise awareness about the brain 
tumour. 

They have started a petition to 
call on the Government to fund 
more research into DIPG. The 
petition currently has 13,100 sig¬ 
natures and needs to reach 100,000 
before December 3 to be debated 
in Parliament. 

In addition, supporters have 
raised £75,000 towards treatment 
and also to provide days out for 
the family to enjoy. The family 
will complete Harlow parkrun on 
September 24 on another fun¬ 
draising drive. 

Mr Lau added: “We have to con¬ 
tinue. We have to keep the positive 
thinking going. 

“We are thankful for all support 
and we will continue to be strong, 
as we believe no cure today, does 
not mean no cure tomorrow. We 
will keep believing.”

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Educating kids on 
reality of racism 

Workshops could be held following Polish death

SHOW Racism the Red Card is 
looking to hold workshops in 
Harlow schools after the death 
of Polish man Arkadiusz 
Jozwik. 

The national anti-prejudice 
charity has been teaching 
Essex children about the harsh 
realities of hate crime follow¬ 
ing a rise in reports on the back 
of the European Union refer¬ 
endum. 

As part of a project with 
Essex Police called Show Hate 
Crime the Red Card, young¬ 
sters have been watching a film 
aimed at educating and dis¬ 
pelling myths. 

One line of enquiry about Mr 
Jozwik’s death on August 29 is 
that his attack on August 27, at 
The Stow, was a hate crime. 

Steve Goodsell, southern 
region manager for Show 
Racism the Red Card (SRtRC) 
said the charity is looking to 
hold anti-racism sessions in 
Harlow schools after success in 
other towns. 

He said: “It goes without say¬ 
ing that I am deeply saddened 
by the awful news of Arkadiusz 


Jozwik’s death. 

“We are hoping to deliver 
Hate Crime and Anti-Racism 
Workshops in Harlow, to local 
young people in schools.” 

As part of Essex Police’s Stop 
the Hate initiative SRtRC has 
delivered workshops to more 
than 4,000 students in the 
county aged between eight and 
16. 

A hate crime is any crime 
targeted at a person because of 


hostility or prejudice towards a 
person’s disability, race or eth¬ 
nicity, religion, sexual orient¬ 
ation or transgender identity. 

However, in 2014/15 82 per 
cent of the 50,000 reported hate 
crimes were racially motiv¬ 
ated. Latest police figures show 
a 49 per cent rise in hate crime 
from the last week of July in 
2015 to this year. 

Mr Goodsell added: “Our 
project has achieved great sue 


cess. It has not only helped so 
many students and teachers 
have a greater understanding 
of what a hate crime is and the 
terrible lasting impact it can 
have on people’s lives.” 

“But in demonstrating the 
positive impact of organisa¬ 
tions such as the police and 
SRtRC working in collabora¬ 
tion it has got the message out 
in an extremely effective man¬ 
ner.”

Sir, For nearly 25 years, ever 
since I moved into my house in 
Seeleys, which backs onto the 
London Road, I have had to live 
with the huge lake that formed 
every time there was a moderate 
shower, and which covered half 
the road and prevented people 
from crossing to the post office. 
In the early years, I was 
informed by the council, along 
with my neighbour, that our 
back wall was dangerous and 
would have to be rebuilt. The 
cause was the incessant waves of 
water thrown up by passing 
buses. 

We were successful in getting 
the council to pay half the cost of 
rebuilding the wall, as they had 
to admit liability in not getting 
the main culvert repaired. This 
situation has dragged on all this 
time, with workmen from Essex 
County Council periodically 
making attempts to fix the 
problem without result. 

Since Essex county councillor 
Mike Danvers was elected a few 
years ago, he has made valiant 
efforts to get something 
done. 

Eventually he contacted the 
chief executive of ECC, and a few 
weeks ago two lorries came 
down with red road signs and 
tape and left after digging up a 
rosebush. I thought that yet 
another attempt had failed. But 
when it rained after a three-week 
drought, there was no lake! Now 
people will not be splashed from 
head to foot by a series of buses 
passing, I will be able to use my 
side alley instead of walking 
across the grass in wet weather, 
cars will not have to drive on the 
other side of the road. 

This is all due to Councillor 
Danvers’s persistence. He should 
be up for an award of some kind.

A TWELVE-STONE dog is back 
in front of a camera for his 
latest world record eating 
attempt.

His owners Sarah and David 
Woodthorpe-Evans, both 55, 
took the gentle giant from their 
home in Old Harlow to Osterley 
House and Park in Twicken¬ 
ham, West London, to meet 
presenter Ben Shires. 

Mrs Woodthorpe-Evans said: 
“They found out about Hagrid’s 
record of catching 13 items and 
they asked us to come down and 
film for the day in Twicken¬ 
ham, as they wanted a nice 
background. 

“Other dogs were involved 
too trying to break other 
records. We were there for ten 
hours, all sorts of things were 
happening. 

“They did a lot of filming in 
slow motion where they had 150 
shots for every second. 

“It was interesting and enjoy¬ 
able.” 

Five-year-old Hagrid is fed 
with two or three turkey car¬ 
casses or a kilogram of tripe 
every day. 

His Harry Potter-inspired 
name derives from his thick 
shaggy coat while the family 
also have a much smaller lab¬ 
rador-poodle cross breed 
named Hermione. 

He is 80cm from floor to 
shoulder and 1.85m when fully 
stretched out. 

Leonbergers are a cross 
between a great Dane and St 
Bernard but despite their size 
have a relaxed temperament to 
make an ideal family pet. 

Hagrid set his record at a dog 
show in Birmingham last year 
but failed to break it on a pre¬ 
vious BBC Radio Essex appear¬ 


ance. 

Mrs Woodthorpe-Evans 
would not disclose how many 
items he caught before the TV 
show airs in April next year. 

She continued: “Hagrid had a 
great time, he got to eat lots of 
sausages and go swimming in 
the lake, which is his favourite 
pastime. 

“We enjoyed it immensely 


too, it’s nice to see the back¬ 
ground for a programme, all the 
crew obviously have a ball 
whenever they do recording.” 

She added that there is a 
chance another television 
appearance may follow in 
Japan or America. 

Her youngest daughter Car¬ 
men, 17, who named the dogs, 
was sadly unable to attend due 


to school commitments. 

Mr and Mrs Woodthorpe- 
Evans have two more children - 
daughter Bridget, 21, and son 
Ross, 19. 

In February Hagrid was used 
in publicity to promote the St 
Clare Hospice fundraiser 
Winter Walkies, which attrac¬ 
ted a large number of entrants 
as a result.

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Teenager used 
house to run 
drugs business 

19-year-old jailed for cocaine offence

A DEALER who took over the 
home of a vulnerable woman in 
Harlow to sell class A drugs has 
been jailed. 

Oscar Ossou, 19, of Pine View, 
Nottingham, travelled to Essex to 
sell substances and traded crack 
cocaine from the woman’s house. 

He was arrested on May 24 as 
part of Essex Police’s Operation 
Raptor, a team created to detect 
and disrupt drug dealing gangs. 

When officers called at the 
address to check on the woman 
and her partner, they spotted 
Ossou drop a plastic bag which 
was found to contain 70 individu¬ 
al wraps of crack cocaine. 

He was also found in possession 
of two mobile phones and a three- 
figure sum of cash. 

Ossou was arrested and later 
charged with possession with 
intent to supply crack cocaine. 

He pleaded guilty to the charge 


and was sentenced to 12 months’ 
imprisonment at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 6. 

PC Jack Etheridge from Oper¬ 
ation Raptor West team said: 
“Oscar Ossou is a member of a 
drug dealing gang. 

“He travelled from Nottingham 
to Harlow and took over the home 
of two vulnerable people, using it 
as a base from which to deal crack 
cocaine. 

“Drug dealing causes unrest in 
our communities and we will con¬ 
tinue working to disrupt drug 
dealing gangs who travel to our 
county to sell drugs and cause 
violence. 

“However, much of our work is 
intelligence led, so I would 
encourage anyone with inform¬ 
ation about drug dealing where 
they live to let us know by calling 
101 . 

“Anyone who would rather not 
speak to police can call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111.”

Fatal accident in Mediterranean leaves holidaymakers shocked

A FATAL accident brought a shocking 
twist to what should have been a family’s 
relaxing holiday on the world’s largest 
cruise liner. 

A 42-year-old Filipino crew member 
died and four others were seriously 
injured on the Harmony of the Seas vessel 
in a lifeboat training exercise. 

While the ship was docked in French 
port Marseille five crew were on-board the 
lifeboat when it became detached and 
plunged 10m into the water. 

In the midst of the crisis three Harlow 
residents were directed around in a state 
of panic. Pamela Walker, her husband 
Steve Sitton, daughter Amy Watts, all of 
Bishop’s Stortford, joined Pamela’s moth¬ 
er Grace Walker, mother-in-law Phyllis 
Sitton and Amy’s boyfriend Richard God¬ 
dard, who all live in Harlow. 

Ms Walker said: “It’s tragic. We were 
downstairs about to get off the ship when it 
happened. 

“We got out of the lift to depart the ship 
in Marseille and all of a sudden medical 
staff with stretchers came running past 
with doctors in hot pursuit. 

“The staff made us move out of the way 
while more and more staff were dis¬ 
patched. There was an air of urgency 
which led me to believe this was not part of 
a safety drill. 

“We heard a message saying ‘level five 
lifeboat’, but as there was a drill in place 
we didn’t give it second thought.” 

She continued: “We were quickly put in 
a lift back up to deck five and told to 
disembark at the other end. 

“We could see the ambulances arriving 


at the ship. 

“We returned two hours later to find fire 
crew leaving the ship.” 

The Royal Caribbean Cruise (RCC) com¬ 
pany operates the vessel which measures 
362m by 66m and can carry 6,700 pas¬ 
sengers and 2,300 crew on 16 decks. 

The luxurious liner, with 23 swimming 
pools, started serving earlier this year and 


was travelling around the Mediterranean 
from Rome to Florence, but will now be re¬ 
directed back to Rome after the tragedy. 

After the incident on Tuesday the ship 
was due to return to the water yesterday 
(Wednesday) morning. 

RCC expressed their sympathy on Twit¬ 
ter. A statement read: “We’re keeping our 
colleagues and their families in our 


thoughts and prayers.” 

Three of the four injured were also 
Filipino and the other an Indian man. 

Ms Walker added: “We were all very 
shocked. 

“There is an air of disbelief this has 
actually happened. The staff are on their 
phones, probably ringing home to tell 
their families they are OK. There are lots 
of announcements over the Tannoy.”

130 railway crossings at risk

NETWORK Rail is proposing to close 
130 railway crossing paths in Essex 
and Hertfordshire in a safety meas¬ 
ure. 

Parndon Mill crossing in Harlow 
has been formally earmarked for clos¬ 
ure, despite being unused for 70 
years. 

Consultations are now being held to 
debate the proposals that could see 
the public right of way network 
changed in Harlow, Sawbridgeworth, 
and Bishop’s Stortford. 

But while there is a consultation 
arranged in Bishop’s Stortford on 
Wednesday and in Newport on 
Thursday, there is no planned meet¬ 
ing for Harlow. 

Bishop’s Stortford and District 
Footpaths Association has opposed 
the plans amid claims that vital foot¬ 
paths will be lost. 

Daphne Wallace-Jarvis, of BSDFA, 
said: “These proposed closures will 
curtail traditional heritage routes 
which form part of our local freedom 
of passage. 

“If closed and with no reasonable 
alternative options provided by Net¬ 
work Rail, cyclists, walkers, and local 
residents of all ages will be detri¬ 
mentally and adversely affected.” 

Initial public consultations in June 
have led Network Rail to refine their 


proposals. The organisation insisted 
the crossings affected are only used by 
pedestrians, cyclists and horse 
riders. 

The crossings facing closure are 
where a diversion either already 
exists or could be provided. 

A Network Rail spokesman said: 
“Closing level crossings and diverting 
to alternatives will make the railway 
safer by removing the point where 
people can come into contact with 
trains. 

“The closures will also help 
improve reliability and may enable 
separate future developments for 
faster and more frequent train ser¬ 
vices. None of the crossings in this 
proposal involve closing public A or B 
roads.” 

Richard Schofield, route managing 
director for Network Rail, added: “I’d 
encourage anyone interested to come 
along to see the updated proposals and 
share any concerns or ideas with us, 
before we put these forward under 
Transport & Works Act Orders early 
next year. 

“The proposals include small 
changes to how people cross the rail¬ 
way and the closures will help us 
reduce the risks that level crossings 
pose, improve safety and reliability of 
the railway for the future.”

No Saturday service for 392 


TRUSTYBUS will no longer run the 
392 bus service which connects 
Harlow with Hoddesdon on 
Saturdays because of low demand. 

The Roydon-based company has 
not released a specific statement but 
said the service ran for the last time 
on Saturday as it could no longer be 
economically sustained. 

The service will still run Monday 
to Friday as usual. There is no 
service on a Sunday. 


The 392 begins at the Harlow 
Town railway station and passes 
through Bush Fair, Stewards and 
Paringdon Road and into 
Broxbourne and Hoddesdon before 
terminating at Rye Park. 

It operates once per hour while 
Trustybus also controls the 410 
service which runs to Hoddesdon 
and continues to Cheshunt and 
Waltham Cross. The 410 will 
continue to operate on a Saturday.

This new show by Dr Mark Baldwin is one of the 
Second World War’s most fascinating stories- that 
of the Allied Codebreakers, who deciphered a vast 
number of German secret messages and used the 
intelligence gained to hasten Allied victory. 

The Germans had entrusted their secret 
communications to an ingenious ciphering 
machine, the Enigma, which was portable, easily 
operated, and could be set up in millions of ways. 
The codes were used and every one was changed 
every 24 hours. 


The Allies gained invaluable information about 
troop and aircraft dispositions, orders of battle, 
U-boat movements, technical development, military 
intentions and tank and artillery strengths. It is 
generally reckoned that the intelligence fro 
m Engma shortened the war by about two years.

S CREATIVE pregnancies 
go, Bridget Jones’s Baby 
has taken longer than most 
to come full-term. It’s been 
12 years since Renee 
Zellweger adopted a near-flawless 
English accent to portray the hapless 
singleton in Bridget Jones: The Edge 
Of Reason. 

In the interim, writer Helen 
Fielding has delivered a third novel, 
Bridget Jones: Mad About The Boy, 
but it’s her series of newspaper 
columns from more than a decade ago 
that fertilises this haphazard, yet 
joyful, stumble into motherhood. 

The third film throws a warm, 
affectionate and frequently hilarious 
baby shower for characters we’ve 
grown to love and proves that Bridget 
may have (finally) dieted down to her 
target dress size, but she’s no closer to 
achieving her Happy Ever After. 

Director Sharon Maguire, who 
helmed Bridget Jones’s Diary, and her 
ducky trio of screenwriters, which 
includes co-star Emma Thompson, 
are in a celebratory mood. 

They bookmark the heroine’s trials 
and vacillations with nostalgic 
flashbacks to earlier films reminding 
us of Bridget’s infuriating obsessions 
and her fitful romantic dalliances 
with Colin Firth and Hugh Grant’s 



paramours. 

“I’m trying not to think I’m past my 
sexual sell-by date,” laments Bridget, 
as she careens at high speed towards 
her 43rd birthday without a wedding 
ring on her finger. 

She works as a producer at Hard 
News alongside old boss Richard 
Finch (Neil Pearson) and newscaster 
pal Miranda (Sarah Solemani), who 
suggests a hedonistic girls-only 
weekend at a music festival. 

The gal pals descend on a muddy 
field, which Miranda pithily describes 


as “Sodom and Gomorrah... with 
tofu”. 

A late-night blunder into the wrong 
yurt leads to a spontaneous coupling 
with a handsome American love guru 
called Jack Quant (Patrick Dempsey). 

A few days later, Bridget is 
powerless to resist the silky charms of 
old flame Mark Darcy (Firth), who is 
separating from his wife. 

A pregnancy test at work confirms 
that Bridget is about to gain weight. If 
only she knew who was the father... 

Bridget Jones’s Baby opens with a 
blast of the heroine’s preferred 
anthem of self-pity - All By Myself - 
before a choice expletive kicks her out 
of a fug and the plot into first gear. 

Zellweger slips back into the title 
role with ease, oozing lovability, 
fragility and regret as she wonders 
how to broach the subject of paternity 
with her two suitors. 

Dempsey and Firth are attractive 
rivals for Bridget’s brittle affections 
and the script keeps us guessing as 
long as possible about the course of 
true love. 

Set-pieces including a tussle with a 
revolving door are genuinely 
hysterical and Thompson nabs 
several of the best lines as Bridget’s 
despairing obstetrician, including a 
zinging one-liner that advises 
expectant fathers against witnessing 
the miracle of birth firsthand. 

Ignorance, like Maguire’s 
rumbustious film, is bliss.

Bryan steals the show in gripping crime thriller

IT might have taken him until 
his autumn years, but Bryan 
Cranston is finally enjoying 
the recognition he deserves 
following his overdue 
breakthrough role as Walter 
White in the TV phenomenon 
Breaking Bad. 

The actor, who received an 
Oscar nomination for his role 
in Trumbo earlier this year, is 
mesmerising to watch on 
screen, so eyes remain 
fully-focused on the action in 
The Infiltrator, directed by 
Brad Furman, as Cranston’s 
in almost in every scene. 

In this 80s-set drama, he 
plays Robert Mazur, a 
mild-mannered family man 
and federal agent who realises 
that, if they’re ever going to 
make a dent in the world of 
drug trafficking, they have to 
switch tack and go after the 
money, which could ultimately 
lead them to the head 
honchos, rather than 
concentrate on relatively 
small-time drug deals. 

Based on Mazur’s memoirs, 
it details his transformation 


into Bob Musella, the 
larger-than-life businessman 
he creates in order to infiltrate 
the drugs world by offering to 
launder millions of pounds 
through legit investments. 

Not only is he going after 
kingpin Pablo Escobar’s 
Colombian drug cartel, 
including his second-in- 
command Roberto Alcaino, 
played beautifully by 
Benjamin Bratt, and the seedy 
henchmen that populate the 
lower rungs of the ladder, but 
also the seemingly respectable 
bankers who are willing to 
turn a blind eye to the origins 
of the money if it means they 
get to enjoy a profitable slice 
of the pie. 

In this world, one wrong 
word and it’s game over with a 
bullet in the back of the head 


or a knife in the stomach, even 
if it happens to be in the 
middle of a busy nightclub, so 
the stakes couldn’t be higher. 

Not least when Mazur’s 
forced to pretend he has a 
fiancee after he turns a 
stripper down out of loyalty 
for his wife but doesn’t want 
to raise suspicion in front of 
his crooked new contacts. 

Mazur’s colleague Kathy 
Ertz (Diane Kruger) is drafted 
in for the role. It’s her debut 
undercover, and Mazur is 
dubious before realising they 
have the perfect opportunity 
to gather their new ‘friends’ 
under one roof for a 
glamorous wedding and 
potentially undertake one of 
the biggest stings in history. 

Standout scenes include 


the moment Mazur’s recording 
equipment is momentarily 
revealed in his briefcase and 
it’s spotted by Escobar’s 
money-man Ospina (Yul 
Vazquez). 

If there was a quibble it 
would be with the final 15 
minutes, which lack real 
drama and feel anti-climactic 
after the tension of previous 
scenes, but overall this is an 
intelligent, stylish movie. 

There are strong 
performances from all, but 
Cranston steals the show, an 
Academy Award nominee 
playing a man worthy of 
walking away with a golden 
statuette himself.

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Swinging men in 

yellow are back 


T HE Jive Aces are back 
in town and the 
undisputed kings of 
swing are sure to put on 
a party. 

The six-piece is perhaps best 
known for becoming the first 
band to ever reach the semi-final 
stage of Britain’s Got Talent 
when they appeared in front of 
Simon and co in 2012. 

But the men in yellow suits 
have been carving out a 
reputation for more than two 
decades. 

Their visit to Harlow 
Playhouse on Saturday will be 
their fifth trip to the venue and 
saxophone player John Fordham 
is looking forward to coming 
back. 

“The audience is made up of 
real people,” he said, “They are 
of all ages and walks of life. They 
all come for no other reason than 
they want to see the band.” 

All the band reside in Sussex 
these days but 52-year-old John 
is still an Essex man at heart 
having grown up in Romford. 

His bandmates are Ian 


Clarkson, on vocals and trumpet, 
Ken Smith, double bass, Vince 
Hurley, piano, Peter Howell, 
drums, and Alex Douglas who 
plays trombone. 

John said: “We loved jive and 
swing so much we started a band 
and we used to go busking in the 
streets of Romford. That was 
back in the 1980s. 

“It’s been pretty consistent. 
This line-up has been established 
for more than 20 years. We have 
the occasional argument but we 
get on great. 

“Now we have been all around 
the world. We still tour an awful 
lot, around 280 days a year we 
are on the road.” 

The Harlow Playhouse 
performance is on the back of a 
whirlwind tour of the United 
States where they have courted a 
large number of fans. 

“We have got a great fan base 
here and also there,” continued 
John. “It’s so big there. You 
could be touring for a year and 
just doing Texas venues. 

“The swing dance scene is 


really big in America. There are 
a lot of dancers that come to 
those shows and I have to learn 
those tempos. 

“But the performance in 
Harlow will be more of a stage 
show.” 

While John is primarily the 
sax machine he is also a master 
of the fiddle and clarinet while 
all of the band members are 
versatile musicians. 

He added: “We are constantly 
on tour. I have been married to 
the same lady for 22 years and 
she has only ever known me as a 
musician. 

“It was difficult at the 
beginning. It’s not like a nine to 
five type of thing, it is a way of 
life. 

“We have got a band bus and a 
bus for the equipment. I enjoy 
travelling from venue to venue 
and going back to places where I 
have been before. We see old 
friends and it is a nice 
experience.” 

The show at the Playhouse 
Square venue will draw from the

nine albums the band has 
released. 

This will almost certainly 
include their version of the 
Morecambe and Wise song Bring 
Me Sunshine which has amassed 
more than three million views 
on YouTube, won five major 
awards and remains the band’s 
signature piece. 

John said the band’s material 
is half covers and half what they 
have written. 

“Vinyl is coming back into 
fashion and we are planning to 
release a new double album on 
record which will also be 
available on CD. 


“We do write songs quite often 
and we record pretty much every 
year.” 

Harlow Playhouse is a large 
venue for most touring bands 
but The Jive Aces aren’t your 
typical musicians, having played 
at Buckingham Palace and the 
Royal Albert Hall in their time. 

“We were already quite 
successful,” said John of the 
time before their Britain’s Got 
Talent appearance where they 
were on the same series as 
performing dog Pudsey. 

“But the show has put us in 
front of a lot more people. We got 
booked into more places as a 


result. 

“Some of the scouts from the 
show came to see us play and 
asked us to come on. We said no 
and that we were doing fine. But 
they really wanted us to come on 
and kept asking. 

“It was not a massive change 
but a bit more high profile.” 

Tickets for the Harlow 
Playhouse show are on sale now 
costing £12 to £17 per ticket.

HE Audi A4 has been a 
pioneer in lightweight 
vehicle technology 
since its appearance in 
the mid-1990s. 

And it has certainly gone from 
strength to strength in the hotly 
contested premium saloon arena 
since those early days. 

Competing in the marketplace 
against such formidable wheels 
as the Mercedes-Benz C-Class 
and BMW 3 Series, the A4, 
successor to the much loved 
Audi 80, just can’t stop picking 
up awards. 

Car of the Year honours just 
seem to come naturally to it, 
basically because Audi pitch the 
car at the right price and with 
the right mix of features and 
quality that make it a magnet to 
premium saloon buyers. 

Up to 120kg lighter than 
outgoing models, the latest A4 is 
more powerful, more efficient 
and more intelligent. 


Its hallmark is elegant design 
blending in with innovative 
control concepts. Here 
lightweight construction meets 
new, efficient drivetrain 
solutions. 

The A4 saloon, in addition to 
its light weight has the best drag 
coefficient in its class at 0.23. 

I drove one of the most 
popular choices, the 2.0 TDI 
190ps S line which is an agile 
performer with 147mph on tap 
and a 0-62mph zoom factor of 7.7 
seconds. 

Its low weight and slippery 
contours help to make this 
all-singing, all-dancing upmarket 
choice achieve a combined mpg 
figure of 67.3mpg which is 
impressive for such a performer. 
And C02 emissions are 
surprisingly low at lllg/km. 

But one of this car’s major 
features is an interior you just 
don’t want to get out of. 

Painstakingly crafted 
materials, supremely 
comfortable seats and quality 
everywhere sets the scene. The 



front of the dashboard features a 
broad band of air outlets and a 
large decorative surface. At 
night, optional discreet contour 
lighting illuminates the doors 
and the central console. 

Worthy of note is the 
seven-speed S tronic 
transmission which is ideally 
suited to the 2.0 diesel to make 
for an utterly smooth power flow. 

In formulating the new A4, 
Audi heeded customer feedback 
and made the car stiffer and 
more comfortable. 

The suspension and steering 
filter out disturbances such as 
an uneven road surface, but 
communicate to the driver 
important information such as 
increases in lateral forces and 
tracking. 

This performance is based on 


the redeveloped five-link axles 
and the electromechanical power 
steering. They lay the foundation 
for dynamic handling and 
first-class ride comfort while 


also reducing fuel consumption. 

This car tipped the scales at 
£33,345, and a raft of the usual 
Audi extras bumped it up the 
£42,625, but in truth they made a 


special car great. These included 
a light and vision pack, Adaptive 
Sport suspension with damping 
control and a breathtaking piano 
black trim inlay option.

Harlow begin season in style with West Norfolk victory

HARLOW began their London & 
South East Division Three North 
East campaign with a convincing 
victory against rivals West Nor¬ 
folk.

Harlow got the first try just 
before the half-hour mark as good 
work from the backs allowed Scott 
Whitby to score in the corner, 
with Smith converting. 

But they saw their lead cut 
almost instantly as Norfolk inter¬ 
cepted a pass and Charlie Moore’s 
neat chip and chase saw David 
Harrison gather the ball and 
score. 

Smith put another three on the 
board for the home side with his 
third penalty before a second 
breakaway try from the visitors 
made the score 16-12. 

An exciting end to the first half 
concluded as Harlow full-back 
Rob Mackie was able to cross over 
for Harlow’s second try, giving 


them a 23-12 lead at the break. 

Only errors had kept West Nor¬ 
folk in the game and Harlow cut 
them out after half-time to extend 
their advantage further. 

Second row Marcus Twiner did 
well to secure the ball from a line 
out and drove through the line, 
before off-loading to number eight 
Kain Claridge to score. 

Soon after Mackie got his name 
on the score sheet again after a 
brilliant run from Whitby had 
seen him crunch through two 
tackles before off-loading to the 
full-back. 

Smith converted both tries and 


added further points from anoth¬ 
er penalty, before Dale Stalley 
went over for the home side’s fifth 
and final try of the afternoon. 

The inexperienced Norfolk side 
continued battling throughout 
the second half and scored a con¬ 
solation try near the end. 

But Harlow had the last laugh 
as Smith rounded off a fine after¬ 
noon with the boot, slotting a drop 
goal between the posts. 

The second team travelled to 
Brentwood on Saturday for their 
first league game of the season 
against the Mavericks and came 
out 36-26 winners. 


The visiting team took a fair 
amount of time to get into their 
stride and struggled to cope with 
the home side’s expansive play, 
allowing the Mavericks to score 
two early tries.

Chiassaro so 
close to 400m 
bronze medal 

WORLD number one Richard 
Chiassaro was disappointed to 
miss out on his first Paralympic 
medal, as he finished fourth in 
the T54 400m final on Monday. 

The Harlow athlete was just 
0.10 seconds outside the medal 
places in the searing heat in Rio, 
with a time of 47.17sec. 

Yassine Gharbi of Tunisia 
pipped Chiassaro to the bronze 
medal and he couldn’t hide his 
disappointment at missing out. 

“Don’t get me wrong, I’m glad 
I’ve placed fourth I just felt as 
though I should have had third,” 
said the 31-year-old. 

“I had a wobble on the second 
bend as I went into it -1 think if 
I hadn’t done that I would have 
had the bronze medal. 

“The plan in the 400m was just 
to go out hard and get the time I 
did in the heat, if I had I’d have 
got the bronze so I’m gutted. 

“I knew the Chinese lad was 
going to come past on the inside 
lane but the plan was to use him 
to chase the rest down.” 

Chiassaro clocked the fastest 
time in the world this year 
(45.98) at the Newham Parallel 
Success & Open Event in July 

But his preparation for the 
race was disrupted as he had to 
change his compensator, a device 
that helps with the steering of 
his chair, just minutes before the 
race. As a result he started 
slowly and found himself behind 
after the second bend.

Hawks boss putting dismal Trophy display behind him

DANNY Chapman says his Har¬ 
low side will be taking the pos¬ 
itives from other performances 
into Saturday’s FA Cup second 
round qualifying game at King’s 
Lynn, after a poor display at 
Waltham Abbey on Tuesday 
night. 

The Hawks were beaten 3-1 in 
the Alan Turvey Trophy game 
and although Chapman wants to 
win every game, he didn’t expect 
that to have an impact on Sat¬ 
urday. 

“One or two things will need 
correcting before Saturday but I 
don’t expect us to perform like 
this again at the weekend,” 
explained Chapman. 

“It’s going to be a hard game 
against King’s Lynn. They play in 
the Evo-Stik Southern Premier 
which is the same level as us and 
they had a good result at the week¬ 
end. 

“I’ve said before it’s not going to 
be an easy game and if we perform 
anywhere near the level we did on 


Tuesday night then we are going 
to give ourselves massive prob¬ 
lems. 

“We’ll get a report on them in 
the next couple of days to find out 
how they play. 

“But we’re never usually a team 
that worries too much about the 
opposition, we like to concentrate 
on ourselves and make sure we 
prepare properly.” 

Chapman made five changes 
against the Ryman North side as 
he gave some of the fringe players 
a chance to impress. 

Inconsistent 

Despite Abbey’s inconsistent 
start to the season, the Hawks 
found themselves 2-0 down inside 
the first 20 minutes. 

Romaric Logon fired into the 
bottom corner from 20 yards after 
six minutes before a Spencer Har¬ 
ris header doubled the lead 12 
minutes later. 

They got a goal back before the 
half-hour mark as Lewis Perkins 
bundled the ball over the line after 
a long Ibrahima Sonko throw, but 
despite seeing lots of the ball in 


the second half they failed to cre¬ 
ate many clear cut chances. 

Mario Noto saw his shot saved 
when through on goal and 
Lawrence Yiga stung the gloves of 
the keeper with a low drive.

A strong final bend and 
straight saw him push for a 
medal all the way, but it wasn’t 
enough to overtake the Tunisian. 

Kenny Van Weeghel took the 
gold for the Netherlands in a 
time of 46.65, with Yang Liu of 
China second in 46.79. 

Fellow Paralympic GB athlete 
and 2012 gold medallist David 
Weir finished fifth, 0.13 seconds 
behind Chiassaro. 

It was his first final at the 
Paralympics after qualifying 
through his heat on Sunday 
evening in a time of 46.68, which 
had he repeated would have seen 
him pick up the bronze medal. 

He still has three more 
opportunities to pick up medals 
in the Rio games after being 
included in the T53/54 4x400m 
relay race which he believes they 
have a great chance of winning. 

“We’ve got a strong quartet,” 
explained Chiassaro. “We’ve got 
fourth and fifth today so 
hopefully that will put us in a 
good position for a medal.” 

But he was concentrating 
more on his 800m heats where he 
is also world number one, which 
took place late last night 
(Wednesday), with a potential 
final at 4pm this afternoon 
(Thursday). 

Chiassaro will complete a busy 
week in Rio when he races in the 
100m and 4x400m heats on 
Friday, and he’ll be hoping to be 
in action on the final evening of x 
Paralympic action with the T54 x 
100m final one of the last events 3 
in the stadium on Saturday T 
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
